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PURPOSE* To provide a print processing device which performs re-printing proc- 
ess from the top of a text on an applicable page as an error process until 
the printing process of a text for one page is normally completed, such as 
a word processor, etc. . , 

CONSTITUTION: For a print processing device with a printing function, when 
an out-of-paper error is generated in a printing process, the text data in a 
text memory unit 2 is transferred to a printing content memory unit 5, based 
on the text head position data for the text being printed at the present time, 
which is stored in a temporary memory unit 3, as a print returning process. 
Then, the content is printed by a printing unit 6. By a conventional method, 
a printing error takes place on 2 pages (sheets) which are before and after 
the generation of an out-of-paper error, but by this method, a printing error 
is limited only to the page in which an out-of-paper error is generated, by 
changing the internal printing process, and it is effective in the saving of paper 
resources.

CONSTITUTION: A long sides sensor 4, which extends in para^Bejwitn tne record- 
ing direction of a recording head, is arranged on the upstream sio^e^the carry- 
ing direction of the recording position by the recording head, and r^ewidth 
of a recording paper P in that direction is continuously detected to regXrta^e 
the operation of the recording head in such a manner that recording woulc 
be performed within the width. By doing this, the hitting in of an ink does 
not take place at areas which are out of the recording paper P. 
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
